Biology 

■ Aspects  of  the  relation- 
ships between  houseflies 
and  parasitic  wasps  have 
been  studied  this  year  by  Dr. 
Eiben.  Working  under  an  NSF 
grant,  he  has  been  assisted  by  two 
students.  Dr.  Wetmore  continued 
his  study  of  Hchens  in  preparation 
for  a  paper  to  be  pubUshed.  Dr. 
Hertel  wrote  and  pubHshed  a  lab 
manual  for  the  conservation 
course  while  on  leave  during  1969. 

The  National  Institute  of 
Health  awarded  a  grant  to  the 
department  to  improve  Wart- 
burg's  medical  technology  and 
physical  therapy  programs,  which 
will  be  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Ristau. 

Several  students  traveled  to 
Texas  to  study  the  ecology  of  the 
region  during  the  1969  May  Term. 
A  similar  program  was  again 
planned  for  the  1970  term  and 
plans  were  being  undertaken  for  a 
trip  to  the  Tropical  Research  In- 
stitute in  the  Panama  Canal  Zone.

Involved  in  the  develop- 
ment of  new  syntheses  of 
para-nitrophenacyl  esters  of 
amino  acids  to  be  used  in  bio- 
chemistry for  synthesizing  pep- 
tides and  protein,  Rob  Anderson 
carried  on  research  at  the  Pierce 
Chemical  Company.  Several  stu- 
dents working  at  the  Argonne 
Laboratory  identified  chemical 
compounds  by  modern  instrumen- 
tal methods.  Lynn  Koob,  working 
under  an  NSF  grant,  used  nuclear 
magnetic  resonance  and  infrared 
spectroscopy  to  investigate  the 
interactions  of  peptide  bonds  and 
denaturing  agents  in  the  break- 
down of  proteins.  Lynn  received 
the  national  1969  C&EN  Award  of 
Merit.

Utilizing  the  planetarium 
atop  the  Becker  Hall  of 
Science,  the  physics  de- 
partment offered  a  new  course  in 
astronomy.  On  the  24-foot  dome, 
physical  science  students  and 
groups  from  the  Waverly  area 
also  viewed  programs  such  as 
"The  Changing  Concept  of  the 
Universe." 

Expanded  use  of  equipment  en- 
riched laboratory  work.  The  de- 
partment added  an  air  track,  used 
for  experiments  in  mechanics,  and 
a  gas  laser,  used  to  study  inter- 
ference and  defraction  of  light. 
Two  tektronix  oscilloscopes  were 
added  to  the  electronics  labora- 
tories. 

In  May  Term  physics  majors 
were  again  involved  in  research  in 
solid  state  physics.

For  the  first  time,  summer 
school  students  were  able  to  com- 
plete two  terms  of  French,  Ger- 
man, or  Spanish  in  ten  weeks. 

During  May,  June,  and  July  of 
1970,  students  will  study  in 
France  and  Germany.  They  will 
receive  three  credits  for  ten  weeks 
in  a  European  college  and  two 
weeks  of  independent  travel. 

A  change  in  the  distribution 
requirements  permitted  the  substi- 
tution of  mathematics  or  logic 
credits  for  a  foreign  language.

pendence, Iowa.  The  eleven 
students  of  this  class  worked  with 
a  child  on  a  one-to-one  basis, 
attended  lectures,  and  observed 
psychiatric  interviewing,  testing, 
and  psychotherapy. 

New  additions  to  the  education 
department  were  Mary  Hale,  Kay 
Kraft,  and  Marjorie  Shaw,  while 
Mr.  Winkler  was  doing  graduate 
study  at  the  University  of  Indiana. 
In  order  to  permit  the  student 
teachers  to  see  themselves  work.

"I'm  a  poor,  lowly,  misera- 
ble Wartburg  Squire.'" 


Thumbs  in  ears  and  fingers 
on  beanies,  the  new  crop  of  fresh- 
men cautiously  crept  across  cam- 
pus. Anyone  could  spot  a  frosh. 
From  orange  beanie  to  new  school 
shoes,  he  stood  out  against  upper- 
classmen  in  jeans  and  sweatshirts. 

He  was  often  seen  in  long  lines 
printing  his  name  and  mumbling, 
"What's  my  ID  number?  What's 
my  extension  number?  What's  my 
room  number?  What's  my  name?" 
He  spent  hours  lugging  suitcases 
up  the  stairs  to  his  room  and  then 
covering  the  bare  walls  with 
posters.  He  puzzled  over  the 
abundance  of  first  names  such 
as  "Roy's,"  "Otto's,"  and 
"Fred's".  He  spent  most  of  his 
time  avoiding  upperclassmen 
while  upperclassmen  spent  their 
time  searching  for  frosh. 


The  two  groups  faced  each  other 
at  amalgamation,  and  then  the 
beanies  were  gone.  It  was  time  for 
all  to  get  down  to  the  business  of 
being  a  college  student. 

Classes,  books,  and  homework— 
these  took  up  time  until  early  one 
morning  when  "Outfly"  dawned 
on  the  campus. 

Football  was  soon  under  way, 
bringing  a  vivid  change  of  color 
to  the  campus.  Red,  orange,  and 
yellow  warmed  the  scene  as 
thoughts  turned  to  stuffing  nap- 
kins into  chickenwire  and  trans- 
forming a  dorm  floor  into  outer- 
space  or  the  Great  Pumpkin  Patch. 
Homecoming  came,  bringing  a 
bonfire,  "Blast  the  Beavers"  but- 
tons, and  Queen  Karen  Gronewald. 
The  gray  day  was  brightened  by 
North  Hall's  pink  elephant, 
Maxine,  as  she  led  the  parade  up 
Bremer  Avenue. 


Soon  days  grew  cold  and  Dr. 
Hertel  moved  his  conservation 
class  indoors.  Thoughts  turned  to 
Thanksgiving  recess  and  then  to 
the  push  toward  finals.  Students 
were  still  planning  research  papers 
as  the  rush  of  Christmas  parties 
began.  After  shopping  excursions 
downtown,  they  filled  their  rooms 
with  evergreens,  decorations,  and 
hidden  presents.  Snow  fell  and  the 
evening  of  Pi  Sigma's  Ball  was  like 
a  Christmas  card  scene.  Soft  flakes 
glittered  in  the  light  as  they  clung 
to  the  girls'  long  skirts. 

Beneath  this  tranquility  lurked 
the  curse  of  finals.  The  week 
loomed  ahead  and  everyone  made 
resolutions  to  study  a  little  more 
and  party  a  little  less.  After  last- 
minute  cramming,  it  was  over. 
Time  to  go  home. 
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Trumpet's  January  10  issue  set 
the  Winter  Term  pace  in  these 
words:  "Dean  Earnest  F.  Opper- 
mann  has  returned  from  his  sab- 
batical. This  fact  strikes  terror  in 
the  hearts  of  a  few,  while  fresh- 
men react  with  Who's  Dean 
Oppermann,  and  what's  a  sab- 
batical?' " 

Dean  Oppermann  made  a  get- 
acquainted  tour  of  the  campus, 
pronounced  all  well,  and  the  term 
was  under  way. 

Students  took  their  places  in 
'^miliar  long  lines  to  buy  books, 
validate  their  meal  tickets,  and 
complete  registration.  They  wel- 
comed transfer  students  and 
exchangees  from  Paul  Quinn  Col- 
lege in  Texas  and  wrote  to  those 
who  had  left  Wartburg. 

Study  vows  were  soon  forgotten 
as  the  new  term  began  with  a 
round  of  basketball  games  and 
sub-zero  weather.  Math  majors 
busily  computed  the  chill  factor 
as  janitors  anxiously  watched 
furnaces.  There  was  snow  and 
more  snow  and  ice  and  wind  .  .  . 
and  no  place  to  ski. 


Nothing  remained  static  as  Con- 
cerned Students  for  Change  pub- 
lished a  list  of  proposals  which 
were  studied  by  students  and 
legislative  groups.  The  sophomore 
class  voted  to  give  away  $600  from 
class  funds,  but  became  entangled 
in  red  tape. 

Soon  it  was  February  14,  and 
Ecker's  orange  truck  flew  around 
campus  delivering  Valentine  Bou- 
quets. Mysterious  notes  reading 
"BAF  is  coming"  appeared  in  each 
week's  page. 

Snow  Weekend  came  with  more 
snow  and  still  no  place  to  ski- 
only  sidewalks  on  which  to  skate. 
Kathy  Angell  and  Bob  Brown 
reigned  over  a  snow  sculpture 
contest,  Klondike  races,  and  a 
dance.  Lights  burned  late  in 
neumann  House;  Fortress  deadline 
time  drew  near. 

Finally,  after  much  suspense, 
BAF  arrived.  Band-Aid  Follies,  a 
variety  show  featuring  comedy 
skits,  faculty  guests,  and  the 
Follies  Dollies  chorus  line,  dis- 
played the  band's  versatility. 


Lenten  services  pointed  the  way 
toward  Easter  as  the  counting  days 
began.  "In  two  months  Lll  be 
studying  in  Germany  ...  In  61 
days  I'll  be  through  with  finals." 

Trips  to  the  treasurer's  office 
to  settle  accounts  and  to  the  mail 
boxes  to  await  answers  to  summer 
job  applications  marked  time  until 
spring. 

The  new  season  arrived  with 
registration  for  Fall  Term  and 
another  bout  with  finals.  Then  it 
was  time  for  relaxation  during 
spring  break. 

May  Term  meant  a  final  class 
for  departing  seniors  and  a  look 
back  on  everything  Wartburg  had 
been.  It  all  began  with  initiation, 
moved  through  dances,  movies, 
Out-fly,  floats  and  sculptures, 
queens,  and  parties.  Life  at  Wart- 
burg meant  cafe  lines  and  mailbox 
crowds,  classes,  and  organizations. 
It  was  a  lot  of  fun  and  a  lot  of 
work.  For  the  new  freshmen  the 
year  meant  one  phase  gone  in  their 
college  career;  for  the  seniors  it 
meant  the  end.

Wartburg  College  enthusiasti- 
cally welcomed  Malcolm  Frager  at 


the  second  Artist  Series  perform- 
ance in  November.  Frager's  award- 
winning  technique  and  unusual 
clarity  enchanted  the  Wartburg 
audience  as  they  have  captured 
other  audiences  of  the  United 
States  and  Europe. 

An  inspiring  jaunt  into  the 
great  musical  past,  the  New  York 
Pro  Musica  came  to  Wartburg  in 
January.  Sacred  cathedral  music, 
lusty  songs  of  fifteenth  century 
Germany  and  music  from  the 
courts  of  Spain  combined  to  create 
an  unusual  performance  of  musi- 
cal masterpieces.
